WASHINGTON, March 19 
{AP).—President Ford announced 
today that, as widely rumored, he 
is appointing Thomas Gates as 
the chief U.S. envoy to China 
and nominating him for the 
rank of ambassador. 

The appointment of Mr. Gates. 
68, who served as secretary of 
defense in the final months of 
the Elsenhower administration, 
as head of the U.S Liaison Of- 
flee in Peking. does not require 
Senate confirmation.

Mr. Gates succeeds George 
Bush, now director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency.

A dangerous man is on the loose in South 
Korea, one who threatens to provoke internal 
upheaval and to cost his country the, sup- 


port of its leading forelgn ally. Indeed, 
given the ruthless centralization of power In 
Seoul, this man is in a position to do more 
damage to South Korea's stability and secur- 
ity than eny other figure. He often makes 
the monomaniac who runs North Korea. 
Kim Il Sung, look like an ineffectual ward 
politician. He is, of course, South Korean 
President Chung Hee Park. 

President Park is as spoiled a despot as 
any ruling today. He started his political 
career wunexceptionably enough. But the 


narrowness of his electoral victory over Kim 


Dae Jung in 1971, a contest in which his 
party extorted $3 million from Guif Oil alone 
—apparently frightened him. He reacted 
over the next two years by turning South 
Korea into a personal dictatorship. Mean- 
while he played on the solicitude many 
Americans have felt for his country since 
the Korean war, and on the gratitude some 
Americans expressed for his help in Viet- 
nam, and he got the United States at once 
to build up his army and ignore the in- 
ereasingly repressive quality of his rule, 
The other day a dozen or so brave South 
Koreans gathered In 2 chureh in Seoul to 
read a “declaration of decency and national 
salvation.”

BONN, March 19 (AP).—States 
τῶν railroads in Western Europe, 
long models of rellability and 
travel comfort, are finding them= 
Selves in such serious financial 
trouble that thousands of miles 
of track must be eliminated. 

"It's 1 second to 12, not 2 
Miinute before When the clock 
strikes and nothing has been done 
to solve the railroads’ structural 
Problems, it will be the death 
sentence for this enterprise,” the 
‘West. German railroad president, 
Wolfgang Vaerst, warned.. 

Burdened by inflated work 
forces and debt-ridden passenger 
services on rural lines, European 
railroads manage to stave off 
bankruptcy only .with the help 
of multibillion-doflar government 
subsidies each year. 

Vast investments are now need- 
ed for 165-mile-an-hour super- 
trains and other high-speed equlp- 
ment, rasing concern whether 
Europe's railroads can survive as 
Bonprofit public services, 

‘West Germany's railroad, which 
bas a staggering deficit of $10" 
billion, has proposed closing near- 
ly half its 17,400 miles of track 
and eliminating 130,000 jobs dur~ 
ing the next 10 years in an effort. 
to concentrate passenger and 
freight services on profitable main

Effect of Rise 
In Population

WASHINGTON, Murch 19 
(HT). —Inflation, ymemployment, 
iteracy, climatic change, politi- 
cal conflict and reduced individ- 
ual freedoms are some of the ef- 
fects of world overpopulation, as 
well as the more commonly 
recognized problems of hunger 
and overcrowding, a new research 
paper says. . 

The study, sponsored by the 
UN Fund for Population Activ- 
ities, lists 22 world problems 
which would be severely exacer- 
bated by continued population 
growth, At its prasent rate. world 
population could double in the 
next $37 years, reaching 8 billion. 

The authors. Lester Brown, 
Patricia McGrath and Bruce 
Stokes, argue that these pressures 
will actua‘tly help keep the popu- 
lation from reaching the United 
Nations’ end-of-century estimate 
of 6.64 billion. The present world 
population is about 4 billion. 

One of the things they said 
would help bring about a down- 
ward trend is the current de- 
emphasis of child bearing by 
women in industrial countries. 

Men Given Preference 

Wonien in other countries, how- 
ever, suffer the most from in- 
creased demand on education 
facilities, since men in many 
societies are given preference for 
education, Of the world's 800 
million literate adults, the study 
found, nearly two-thirds are wom- 
en and the number of ilifterate 
females has been growing faster 
than the number of illiterate 
males, 

Hunger, the authors said, is 
the most recognized problem of 
overpopulation. In recent years 
it has been compounded by in- 
creased worldwide affluence. 
“more and more people demand- 
ing more and .nore food," and 
indications that some _ {food 
sources, like certain fisheries. 
may actually be declinins. 

They also said t at agriculture 
in North America, the main 
source of world grain exports, is 
“reaching the point of diminish- 
ing returns"=-using more nitrogen 
fertilizer has not produced the 
large increases it hos in the past. 

The authors contend that for 
the first time the world is ex- 
periencing “scarcity-induced” in- 
Tlation, meaning available sup- 
plies of petroleum, firewood, fish 
and certain minerals may be 
running out.

Eoys From Brazil” Ira Levin 
has come up with a wild one, 
certainly his most appallingly in- 
ventive plot since “Rosemary's 
Baby.” Half a dozen former :S 
men gather in 2 restaurant in 
Sao Paulo, BraziL They are 
given marching orders by 8 
leader, who turns out to be Dr. 
Josef Mengele, the so-called 
“Angel of Death” who perform- 
ed biological experiments on the 
inmeztes cf Auschwitz The men 
are to disperse themselves over 
Europe and North America, and, 
following a precise two-year time- 
table, murder 94 people who have 
in common (as far as we are told) 
only that they are.approximately 
85 years old, are stable family 
men, are civil servants of minor 
authority, and are elther retired 


or just about to be. At stake, the ~ 


men are told, is nothing less than 
“the hope and the destiny of the 
Aryan race,” the future of the 
Fourth Reich. 

Not included on the dst. in- 
cidentally, is old Yakov Liehe:- 
mann, the Viennese Jew who has 
already captured Eichmann and 
Stang! and is on the lookout for 
Mengele. Liebermann’s exclusion 
from the list is understandable, 
considering that he has nothing 
to do with the intended victims; 
but to the success of Mengele’s 
horrific scheme it proves ex- 
tremely detrimental 

Tt is extremely clever—the way 
Levin first keeps us (and the 
good guys! groping for the key 
to what Mengele is up to, and 
then channels our emotions to 
other concerns once we heve 
caught on. So long as we fail 
to understand what Mengele is 
about, his plan seems myste- 
riously i . By the time 
we do understand it and see that 
it is far ἴσο msd to succeed, the 
focus of our fear has shifted to 
the danger involved in stopping 
him from trying it. And it 
isn't until after we've finished 
reading “The Boys From Brazil” 
that it dawns on us that the story 
consists of familiar Levin 
themes—bialogical engineering, 
the rebirth of the devil, human 
automaticn—only reshuffled into 
& new permutation. 

But there is also something 
disgusting about the book, and 
though it absorbed me, 1 admit, 
from becinn-ng to end, it alse 
left me feeling guilty for having 
been intrigued by it Why is 
this? Partiy because of the cold 
precision with which Levin's plot 
manipulates our emotions. And 
partly because of the gratuitous- 
ness of some of the violence.
